Whatever may be the verdict 
of American critics upon his book, there can hardly 
be two opinions on these points : that his poetry is 
original, and that it is distinctively American. The 
publishers have brought out the volume in beauti- 
ful style, and on its title-page use for the first time 
their device—a boy surmounting the globe and read- 
ing a book, with the motto, Qui legit regit. 

Messrs. Kay & Broruer, Philadelphia, have re- 
cently published “ Smith’s Reports,” vol. 15, form- 
ing the sixty-fifth volume of the Pennsylvania State 
Reports ; “ Annual Digest of the Laws of Penn- 
sylvania for the years 1862-71,” by Frederick C. 
Brightly, and by the same author, “ A Collection of 
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Leading Cases on the Law of Elections in the United 
States,” with notes and references to the latest au- 
thorities ; the first volume of “ Bishop on the Law 
of Married Women ;” the third volume of “ Brew- 
ster’s Reports ;”’ a third and revised edition, in two 
yolumes, of “ Wharton’s Precedents of Indictments 
and Pleas ;” and “ Taney’s Circuit Court Decisions.” 
They have in preparation, “Scott on the Intestate 
Laws of Pennsylvania ;” “ Hilliard on the Law of 
Contracts,’’ 2 vols. ; and “‘Wharton on the Conflict 
of Laws, or Private International Law.” 


Messrs. J. R. Oscoop & Co., Boston, are sending out 
several books every week ; but these frequent issues 
leave but a small vacancy in their great list of fall 
publications. The first volume of Bryant’s trans- 
lation of the “ Odyssey,” published last week, is a 
magnificent volume, uniform with Bryant's ‘‘Iliad.” 
The second and final volume will be issued during 
the next winter. Bret Harte’s new volume of poems 
is nearly ready, as is the new and greatly improved 
edition of Ticknor’s “ History of Spanish Litera- 
ture.” John Hay’s charming “Castilian Days,” 
Col. Higginson’s “ Atlantic Essays,” and Wilson 
Flagg’s ‘‘ Wood-scenery of New England,’’ will also 
be published this month. Mr. J. E. Babson has 
nearly completed his collection of Hawthorne’s 
fugitive papers, and already has enough to make a 
volume of 350 pages. Some of them will take rank 
among the author's finest productions. 


Messrs. WitttaM B. Evans & Co., Philadelphia, 
have just published a new novel by Martha Far- 
quharson, entitled “ Lilian, or Did She do Right.” 
They have in preparation, “Hilda Dart, a Born 
Romp,” by Mary E. Mumford, a new writer, of whom 
great things are promised; ‘‘The Palmetto Boys,” 
by Mrs. Julia McNair Wright, author of “ Priest and 
Nun,” &c.; “ Wanted a Pedigree,” by Martha Far- 
quharson ; and “The Great Republic,” by James 
D. McCabe, Jr., author of “ History of the War be- 
tween Germany and France,’’ “ Life of Napoleon 
IIl.,” &e. This volume will contain a complete de- 
scriptive, statistical, and historical review of the 
United States, with over one hundred and fifty il- 
lustrations. It is to be published by subscription 
only. 

Messrs. Lez & Sueparp, Boston, have in prepara- 
tion this fall fewer books than usual; but their 
average quality is better. In addition to many ju- 
veniles by Optic, Prof. De Mille, Mr. Kellogg, Sophie 
Mory, a new volume of Charles Sumner’s works, a 
new book by the author of “ Credo,” etc. etc., which 
have already been announced in these pages, they 
have in press the “ Life of Amos Kendall,’’ which 
is likely to be one of the most notable books of the 
year. It is mainly autobiographical, and contains 
a store of anecdote and reminiscence, political and 
social, such as few public men could have accumu- 
lated. Another important work that will bear the 
imprint of Lee & Shepard, is “ Half-truths and the 
Truth,’’ by Rev. Dr. J. M. Manning, associate pastor 
of the Old South Church, Boston. It comprises a 
series of lectures delivered by the author on the 
origin and development of unbelief. In the first 
volume Pantheism in its various forms is discussed 
with much clearness and force, and the work will 
constitute a valuable contribution to the literature 
of theological controversy. Mrs. Caroline Gilman, 
who held an honorable place in literature in the 
last generation, and who is the widow of the la- 
mented Rev. Samuel Gilman, of Charleston, S. C., 
has recently completed a book which is made up 
in great part of selections from her writings in prose 
and verse, and designed especially for the enter- 
tainment of children. It will be published by Lee 
& Shepard, who will also bring out this fall a new 
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book of fireside games compiled by Mrs. E. D. Che- 
ney, author of the popular “ Patience.” 


Mr. James Miter, New York, will issue an illus- 
trated gift book entitled ‘‘ The Century of Queens, 
with Sketches of some Princes of Literature and 
Art.” Mr. Miller has just published a complete 
edition, in one vol. 8vo., of Mrs. Browning’s works, 
with illustrations by Eytinge, Hennessy, &c. ; Bai- 
ley’s “Festus,” with full-page steel engravings by 
Hammett Billings; a diamond edition of “Aurora 
Leigh,” by Mrs. Browning, and red line editions 
uniform with Tennyson, Longfellow, &c., of ‘‘ Au- 
rora Leigh and other Poems ;” Macaulay’s “ Lays 
of Ancient Rome, and other Poems ;” Gray’s Po- 
etical Works, and Burns’s Poetical Works. Also 
an illustrated edition of selections from Mrs. Brown- 
ing, entitled “ Poems of Memory and Hope,’’ and 
household editions, in uniform bindings, of Macau- 
lay, Scott, Shelley, Hood, Gray, Keats, Burns, and 
Campbell. 

Messrs. Ropert Carter & Bros. have published 
“The House in Town,” a sequel to “‘ Opportuni- 
ties,’’ by the author of the “ Wide, Wide World ;” 
“Stories of Vinegar Hill,’’ by Miss Anna Warner, 
six volumes, illustrated; “ Nature’s Wonders,” by 
Rev. Dr. Newton, uniform with “ Bible Wonders,” 
illustrated ; “ Lily Norris’s Enemy,” and “‘ Jessie’s 
Parrot,’? by Miss Joanna Mathews, both forming 
volumes of “ Sunbeam Stories ;”’ “‘ A. L. 0. E. Pic- 
ture Story Book,” with large colored illustrations ; 
“The Rift in the Clouds,” by the author of “ Me- 
morials of Captain Hedley Vicars ;” “Shall We 
Know One Another ?’’ by Rev. J. C. Ryle; and Dr. 
Arnot on the Parables. 

Rev. Heyry Warp Bercuer’s “ Life of Jesus 
Christ’’ is nearly ready, and will be issued in a few 
days by Messrs. J. B. Ford & Co. Mrs. H. B. Stowe’s 
new novel, which is being published serially in the 
“Christian Union,” entitled ‘My Wifea nd I, or 
Harry Henderson’s History,’ will also be published 
by them. It gives Mrs. Stowe’s individual ideas 
about the much vexed Woman Question, including 
marriage, divorce, suffrage, legislation, and all the 
rights claimed by the clamorous. English pub- 
lishers have already arranged for its issue, and it 
is also in course of translation into French, German, 
and Swedish. We also learn that Prof. R. W. Ray- 
mond, Ph.D., U.S. Commissioner of Mining Statis- 
tics, is preparing a new and extensive work on the 
great Mining Industry of the Rocky Mountains and 
the Pacific Slope; and that Mr. Wm. Smeaton, 
formerly an instructor of Yale College, but for many 
years known as one of the most successful teachers 
in the New York public schools, has prepared for the 
use of the scholars and classes an “ Etymological 
Manual,’’ based on a principle new to American 
scholars, though familiar to the schools and colleges 
of Scotland where Mr. Smeaton was trained, both of 
which works will be issued by Messrs. Ford & Co.

Tue publishing firm of Sever, Francis & Co., of | 
Boston and Cambridge, has just been dissolved, by | 
the retirement of Mr. Geo. C. Francis. The busi- | 
ness has been divided; the retail trade at Cam- | 
bridge will be conducted by Mr. Sever, and Mr. 
John Allyn will manage the Boston house, and con- 
trol the publications of the late firm—each on his 
own account. Mr. Allyn’s list comprises many 
standard college text-books, and is especially strong | 
in the classics. On his miscellaneous catalogue 
are found such books as ‘‘ The Golden Treasury 
Series,” De Tocqueville’s ‘“‘ Democracy in America,” 
an elegant edition of Gray’s Poems, Mrs. Shelley’s 
‘ Frankenstein,” Bjornson’s “ Arne,” “‘ Happy Boy,” 
&c. &c. The retirement of Mr. Francis from the 
_vok-trade, a step rendered necessary by the failure 
of his health, will be heartily regretted by all who 
know him. High-minded, courteous, exact in all 
business affairs, proverbially kind-hearted, and sin- 
gularly unassuming, he made a friend of every 
acquaintance. 


Joun Quincy ApAmMs.—Among the most important 
announcements recently made is that by Messrs. 
J. B. Lippincott & Co., Philadelphia, of the “ Me- 
moirs of John Quincy Adams, comprising portions 
of his Diary, from 1795 to 1848,” edited by his son, 
Charles Francis Adams, who represented the United 
States at the Court of St. James, during the trying 
times of the civil war. The Diary begins with Mr. 
Adams’s appointment by President Washington as 
Minister to the States of Holland, in 1795, and in- 
cludes sixteen years of his diplomatic service in 
that country, in Prussia, Russia, and Great Britain, 
and in the negotiation of the Treaty of Ghent. It 
likewise embraces the whole of his later labors in 
posts of the highest responsibility at home, down 
to the termination of his career in the hall of Con- 
gress, on the 22d of February, 1848. Thus it ne- 
cessarily brings into view numbers of his most dis- 
tinguished contemporaries during critical periods 
in both hemispheres, and supplies authentic mate- 
rials for an accurate comprehension of the most 
important events of a very remarkable era in 
human affairs. 

It is proposed to issue the work in volumes of 
uniform size and character with those heretofore 
published of the papers of John Adams. The first 
volume will be put to press at an early day, and 
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| the remainder will follow in due course ; the whole 
to be comprised in five or six octavo volumes. 


| In “Tar Penn Montuty’’ is appearing a series 
of exceedingly valuable and interesting articles on 
the “ Political Literature of the United States,” by 
Mr. Robert Mole. The subject is treated in a very 
thorough and comprehensive manner. The various 
authors who have written on the subject are passed 
in critical review, and the comments of the writer 
are made with fairness and impartiality. 

Reapers generally are familiar with the humor- 
ous and whimsical adventures of Brown, Jones, and 
Robinson, as delineated with pen and pencil. This 
work was one of the most successful of humorons 
publications. Brown, Jones, and Robinson, we are 
happy to announce, have recently made a tour of 
America, and an artist of undisputable skill, assist- 
ed by Robinson himself, has graphically delineated 
all the adventures of the trio, whether serious, sen- 
timental, or comical. Appleton & Co. have given 
their imprint to their lucubrations, and the volume, 
copious with engravings and rich in binding, will 
soon appear from their press. 

Unper the title of “The Monks of the West,” 
Mr. P. Donahoe, Boston, is about to publish a 
translation of Count de Montalembert’s celebrated 
work, “ Les Moines de l’Occident, depuis Saint Be- 
ndit jusqu’é Saint Bernard,” first issued by the 
author about ten years ago. Count de Montalem- 
bert obtained celebrity for his vigorous advocacy 
of the cause of the Catholic Church, which on more 
than one occasion brought him into collision with 
the French government. He was a member of the 
French Academy, and also of the Corps Législatif. 
Much of the early history of America is closely con- 
nected with the labors of the Catholic Missionaries 
sent here by France, and in following their career, 
much of historical interest may be gleaned. The 
book will therefore probably possess a double in- 
terest, and be of value to the student, as well as to 
devout members of the Catholic Church. 

A Book of special interest to teachers is in the 
press of Thompson, Bigelow & Brown, Boston, and 
will be issued during the current season. It is 
‘The Teacher’s Manual,’? by Hiram Orcutt, M.A. 
The author discusses with much ability the subjects 
of school discipline, &c., and advances some ideas 
on the qualifications and work of teachers that will 
command general attention. The new and im- 
proved edition of Mrs. Comelins’s “ Young House- 
keeper’s Friend” will be published by this firm 
during September. 

Tue new firm of Graves & Ellis, Boston, have 
nearly ready a bright juvenile entitled “A Boston 
Boy.”’ 

“ Tae Rep Suanty Boys,’’ a juvenile in the press 
of Henry A. Young & Co., Boston, is the work of a 
young clergyman, who is likely to make his mark 
in story-writing. The book is full of fun, and pre- 
sents many odd phases of boy-life in a singularly 
“taking’’ manner. 

Tue Bremen Lectures, a collection of discourses 


upon the fundamental truths of Evangelical reli- 
gion, by several of the most eminent German di- 


vines, will be published this fall by Gould & Lin- 


coln, Boston. Its publication, announced some time 
ago, has been unavoidably delayed. The same firm 
will issue in October, “ Lectures on Satan,” by 
Rev. Thaddeus McRae, of McVeytown, Pa., a work 
that will probably provoke some controversy. The 
author analyzes Satan with singular acumen, 
clearly sets forth his moral and physical attributes, 
his position relative to God and Man, his modes of 
work, and his doom. 
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CaRLyLe’s Works.—“ The Life of John Sterling,” 
forming the fifth volume of the “ People’s” edition 
of Carlyle’s works, being issued by Messrs. Scrib- 
ner, Welford & Co., is now ready. 

“ PARIS UNDER THE CommuUNE; or, The Seventy- 
three Days of the Second Siege,’’ is the title of a 
new English book, for sale by Scribner, Welford & 
Co. It contains upwards of one hundred illustra- 
tions, sketches taken on the spot, portraits from 
original photographs, and a map of Paris. 


First Impressions OF AMERICA AND ITS PEOPLE.— 
Under this title, Dr. Macaulay, the editor of the 
“ Leisure Hour,” has been contributing a series of 
papers to that magazine. Dr. Macaulay visited 
this country last year for the purpose of attending 
a meeting of the Evangelical Alliance, at which he 
had been invited to read a paper on “ Christianity 
and the Press.” The meeting was, however, post- 
poned on account of the war, and he was enabled 
to visit the principal cities of the United States and 
Canada, everywhere taking notes of what he saw 
and heard. The doctor has shown himself to be a 
remarkably shrewd and accurate observer, and if 
some of his remarks are not calculated to flatter 
our national pride, their truthfulness is obvious. 
His opinions are given without prejudice, and in a 
spirit entirely free from captiousness or virulence. 
Touching on politics and party strife, he shows 
much acuteness and discernment, and, on the whole, 
impartiality ; while he speaks in highly laudatory 
terms of our educational system and other social 
organizations. The descriptions of the various 
large cities visited by him during his stay, are ex- 
ceedingly vivid and interesting; and the quiet 
humor which occasionally shows itself, adds much 
to the pleasure of perusal. It is to be hoped that, 
when completed, these papers may be collected and 
published in book form. 

Wiiuiam Cotten Bryant.—A red line edition of 
this poet’s works, including in a single volume the 
whole of his writings, will be published in a few 
days by Appleton & Co. It will be abundantly 
illustrated. 

Mr. Wiuu1am WIntTER, dramatic critic of the 
New York Tribune, has collected his poems, to be 
published by Osgood & Co., Boston, with the title 
of “My Witness.” The same publishers have 
nearly ready a volume, by Mr. Wilson Flagg, to be 
entitled ‘The Wood Scenery of New England.” 
Portions of this have appeared in the A(élantic 
Monthly. 


TaE Battie oF Berwin, is the title of another of 
the pamphlets just published in London, called 
forth by the success of “The Battle of Dorking.” 

Witxie Coutins, who is considered by many 
critics as having succeeded Charles Dickens as a 
novelist, has commenced the publication of a new 
serial, entitled ‘“‘ Poor Miss Finch,’ which is now 
simultaneously appearivg in London and in “ Har- 
per’s Weekly.’’ In the latter it is presented with 
capital original illustrations. It is already full of 
interest, with a strong infusion of mystery, after 
Mr. Collins’s accustomed manner. 

Proressorn F. W. Newman, of the University of 
London, has produced a Dictionary of Modern 
Arabic, in two volumes. The Rev. W. Lobscheid 
has compiled an Anglo-Chinese Dictionary. Both 
works are published by Triibner & Co., London. 

Mr. Morray, of London, has just published the 
thirteenth volume of the Supplementary Dispatches, 
Correspondence, and Memoranda of the late Duke 
of Wellington (1794 to 1811), edited by his son. 
It would appear, from the large quantity of his 
Writings already published, that, besides being a 
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military and political personage, “ The Iron Duke’’ 
was one of the most voluminous authors of his 
time. 

Count von Mo.tTKE, who was generalissimo of 
the Prussian army in the late Franco-German 
war, is now superintending the composition of a 
complete military history of the campaign, treated 
scientifically and illustrated with maps and plans. 
For the most part it will be written by German 
officers, but contemporary French accounts will 
also be inserted. 

Tue Chaucer Society of London have obtained, 
with a view to publication, a fine negative of 
Occleve’s portrait of Chaucer, in the Harleian MSS. 
in the British Museum. This, the only authentic 
portrait of the poet, has never yet been properly 
reproduced. 

Mr. Percy Firzceratp, author of the “Life of 
Garrick,” has produced another dramatic biogra- 
phy, entitled “The Kembles, an Account of the 
Kemble Family, including the Lives of Mrs. Sid- 
dons and her brother, John Philip Kemble.” He 
shows that Mr. Ward, the country manager, grand- 
father of the Kembles, was actually playing one 
hundred and fifty years ago, and, up to the present 
time, when Mrs. Scott-Siddons is upon the stage, 
one of the family has been distinguished. Three 
of Manager Ward’s granddaughters were intended 
by Roger Kemble, their father, not to play; accord- 
ingly, Sarah, the eldest (afterwards Mrs. Siddons), 
began life as a lady’s maid; Miss E. Kemble, after- 
wards Mrs. Whitlock, an actress, was apprenticed 
to a milliner, in Leominster; and Miss F. Kemble 
(afterwards Mrs. Twiss) was a milliner’s apprentice, 
in Worcester. Mr. Charles Kemble was a clerkin 
the post-office, in London, but threw up his situa- 
tion to go on the stage. For many years, he was 
regarded as “‘no actor, but a stick,” but he perse- 
vered, and has left behind him the reputation of 
having been the best Mercutio and Mirabel of any 
time. 

Waat Dr. Samuel Johnson did for the English 
language, over a century back, has lately been 
done for the French, by a philologist named M. 
Litry, who has just completed, in two 4to. volumes, 
each of 1500 pages, a new French Dictionary, larger 
and better than that of the French Academy. It 
may be remembered that the forty Academicians 
were many years occupied on this work, and that 
Johnson compiled his Dictionary without any assist- 
ance, except what was afforded, almost mechani- 
cally, by six copyists who transcribed, on narrow 
slips, the passages which he had marked in various 
books, as examples of the meaning and application 
of words. Even now, Johnson’s Dictionary, care- 
fully edited and judiciously enlarged, is the au- 
thority relied on in England. 

In London, last month, at the sale of Mr. Inglis’s 
library, which contained many rare and valuable 
specimens of early printing, the first edition of 
“Speculum Humane Salvationis,’’ a block-book, 
first edition, the text printed with movable types, 
was sold for five hundred guineas, equal to $2625 
in gold. A volume (“ Pindari Olympia, Pythia,” 
&c.) with annotations in the handwriting of John 
Milton, brought $205, which is considerably under 
the aetual value. “ Esop’s Fablz,” in the orthogra- 
phy, with grammar note, went for $157. A copy of 
“ Eutropius,” printed in 1471, produced $80. 


OBITUARY. 

On the 24th of August, Mr. CHaRtgs Scrisyer, well 
known as a leading American publisher, died at 
Lucerne, in Switzerland. He was born in New 
York, in 1820, graduated at Princeton College, and 
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gave three years after that to the study of the law. 
The state of his health, and other causes, did not 
permit him to carry out his intention of adoptiug the 
law as a profession ; and his education, taste, and 
inclination combined to make him turn his atten- 
tion to the business of book-publishing, then only 
in its infancy in New York. In 1846, entering into 
partnership with Mr. Isaac D. Baker, he established 
the firm of Baker & Scribner, which transacted 
business in the Old Brick Church. From 1850, 
when Wm. Baker died, Mr. Scribner was alone in 
business. In 1857 he purchased the large import- 
ing and foreign trade of Messrs. Bangs, Merwin & 
Co., and admitted into partnership, in that depart- 
ment of the trade, Mr. Charles Welford, who pos- 
sessed a large and intimate knowledge of foreign 
books. For some years past Mr. Welford has 
attended, in London, to the interests and busi- 
ness of the firm. For some time Mr. Scribner had 
been in delicate health, and went to Europe last 
May, with the hope that change of climate and 
scene, with temporary cessation from active busi- 
ness, might be of advantage. Latterly he had re- 
sided in Switzerland, and it was anticipated that 
he would return home with renewed health. But 
it was ordered otherwise. A sudden and severe 
attack of typhoid fever prostrated him, even to 
death. Mr. Scribner possessed natural intelligence 
and common-sense, strengthened by an excellent 
education. He had a fine taste for, and enlarged 
acquaintance with, American and European litera- 
ture, and published, in his time, for many native 
writers of the highest class. He was liberal and 
enterprising in his dealings with authors. His 
well-known store, in Broadway, New York, was 
well supplied with the best and the most recent 
English publications. His latest enterprise, as a 
publisher, was the establishment of “ Scribner’s 
Monthly,” an illustrated magazine, the first number 
of which was published last November. Mr. Scrib- 
ner, who was a Christian gentleman, without guile 
or pretension, will long be regretted by the public 
at large, as well as by “troops of friends’’ who 
knew and valued him in private life. 


Mr. Wiuam P. Torxsvit, LL.D., of Philadelphia, 
has died in that city, at the age of forty-two. He 
was a native of Scotland, and had long resided in 
this country. He was a naturalist of high merit. 
His published works are two, both with illustra- 
tions. One gave a list, with descriptions and en- 
gravings, of the birds of East Lothian, and the 
other treated of the birds of East Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey.

The Baptist Hymn and Tune Book, for Public Wor- 
ship. Music Adapted and Arranged by John M. 
Evans. Small quarto. pp. 432. Philadelphia: 
Bible and Publication House. 

We noticed in these columns, a few weeks ago, 
the new “ Baptist Hymn Book,’’ which, since its 
publication, has been steadily displacing the old 
ones in use throughout the country. Five editions 
of this hymn book will be issued, of which this is 
one, containing the whole of the hymns set to music; 
to which have been added a number of chants, doxo- 
logies, and anthems. Both music and type are of 
large size, and remarkably clear. The volume is 
well printed, and the quality of the paper is excel- 
lent. No less than seven indexes are appended: 
Index of First Lines, Index of Chants, Analytical 
Index, Alphabetical Index of Subjects, Index of 
Scriptures, Index of Times, and Metrical Index.

A Daughter of Heth. ANovel. By William Black. 
Paper. 8vo. pp. 136. New York: Harper & Bros. 
Among the very few really good novels, out of 

the many which have been poured forth by the 

English publishers during the past year, those of 

William Black deserve a prominent position. <il- 

meny is perhaps the author’s best production, and 

second only to this stands A Daughter of Heth. The 
plot, as compared with the elaborate mysticisms of 

Charles Reade or Wilkie Collins, is extremely 

simple ; but its conception is admirable, and its 

details are worked out with the utmost minuteness. 

Never once does the writer allow his imagination to 

stray beyond the limits of probability, and every 

incident related, impresses the reader’s mind with a 

sense of absolute reality. The scene is laid in 

Ayrshire, in the West of Scotland, and the great 

beauty of the tale is brought out by the contrast 

afforded by a young Frenchwoman, who is placed 
under the guardianship of her uncle, a Presbyte- 
rian minister; and the stern old Cameronians by 
whom she is surrounded, with their rigid ideas of 
religion, and their horror of anything Romanish. 

Amore perfect contrast cannot be conceived, and 

the mistakes arising, on the one side from an im- 

perfect knowledge of English, and an entire igno- 

rance of the customs of the people with whom she 
is brought suddenly in contact, and on the other, 
the misconceptions arising. from narrow-minded 
prejudices and asceticism, are perfect to the life. 

The tale has a melancholy termination; but as 

space will not permit us to extend the notice, we 

may say, in conclusion, that it is by far the best 
novel that has come before our notice this season. 

Lilian; or, Did She Do Right? By Martha Far- 
quharson. Paper. 8vo. pp. 104. Philadelphia: 
William B. Evans & Co. 

The author of this tale has hitherto been known 
as a very successful writer of juvenile books, and 
this is, we believe, her first effort in the higher 
branch of fiction. It is a very readable love-story, 
perfectly consistent in the order in which the plot 
is developed, and without any overstrained efforts 
at sensationalism. The characters brought upon 


the ‘apis are natural, and the dialogue is animated 
and well sustained. The moral is forcibly but not 
obtrusively indicated, and readers will find the 
story a very pleasant companion for an empty hour. 





Agatha’s Husband. A Novel. By the author of 
“ John Halifax, Gentleman,” &c. 12mo. pp. 428. 
New York: Harper & Bros. 

This is a further instalment of the very neat and 
handy edition of Mrs. Mulock Craik’s works now 
in course of publication by this house. 


Downward and Upward. By the author of “The

The materials out of which this story is con- 
structed are slight, but there is a charm in the 
quiet way in which it is narrated, which readers, 
who do not prefer the high-pressure style of fiction, 
will duly appreciate. 


My Roses: The Romance of a June Day. By L. 
Virginia French. 12mo. pp. 278. Philadelphia: 
Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger. 

To us, the name of this author is new, and from 
the internal evidence which the book bears, we 
think we are right in assuming it to be her first 
production. Some disagreeable mannerisms offend 
the reader’s taste, and the style has a tendency to 
become verbose and inflated, but, despite these 
faults, the story exhibits a latent power, which, if 
developed, is capable of producing better things. 
It is a Southern story, the scene being laid princi- 
pally in Charleston, and the writer is evidently 
familiar with scenes she describes. Her views are 
somewhat utopian, but the tale is a pleasant one, 
and its obvious plea for merciful consideration to- 
wards the frail sisterhood, deserves approval. 


Aureola; or, The Black Sheep. A Story of German 
Social Life. By Mrs. Adelheid Shelton Mackenzie. 
12mo. pp. 263. 

The heroine of this story is a somewhat wayward 
young lady, inclined to ignore public opinion en- 
tirely, and do what she pleases. Her contempt for 
conventionalism is her worst fault, and she ulti- 
mately settles down into a very proper person, and 
marries the object of her choice. 

The principal events of the story occur in a Ger- 
mau town, and the chief merit of the book is in its 
pictures of German social customs and habits. 
The tale is pleasantly written and interesting, and 
will repay the reader for the time consumed in its 
perusal.

Plastics and Orthopedics: being Editions of Three 
Reports made to the Illinois State Medical So- 
ciety, in the years, respectively, 1864, 1867, and 
1871, upon Plastic and Orthopedic Surgery. By

240. Philadelphia: Lindsay & Blakiston. 

The author of this work has evidently devoted 
much time and attention to these branches of sur- 
gery, and most of the cases quoted are from those 
which have been placed under his professional care. 
The opinions of many eminent surgeons are, how- 
ever, incorporated, with cases, and the merits of 
their various modes of treatment discussed. The 
numerous appliances which have been introduced, 
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for the reduction of curvature of the spine and 
other deformities, are fully described in that portion 
of the volume devoted to orthopedics. 
of the author is lucid and vigorous, and the volume 
will be found a valuable addition to medical literg- 
ture. It is illustrated with numerous wood-cuts 
and diagrams. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


American Encyclopedia of Printing. Edited by J, 
Luther Ringwalt. Plates. Imperial 8vo. 
512. Philadelphia: Menamin & Ringwalt. 

A complete history of “the art preservative of 
all arts,” a record of its progress and present con- 
| dition, together with biographical sketches of all 
| who have become celebrated in connection with it, 
are included in these pages. Its editor is a practi- 
cal printer at the present time, and for years past 
engaged in the business; and he has received the 
aid of a staff of writers, each of whom is engaged 
in the special branch of the art of which his con- 
tribution treats. The following general synopsis 
of the contents will give some idea of the thorough 
manner in which the subject has been treated. A 
History of Printing from the Earliest Ages—De- 
scriptions of Various Kinds of Printing—Biographi- 
cal Sketches of the Reputed Inventors of Printing 
—Distinguished Printers—Inventors of Presses— 
Type Founders—Celebrated Engravers, &c.—Pro- 
ducts of Printing, Including Descriptions of the 
Books Issued from the Presses of the Early Print- 
ers, Books, Newspapers, Magazines, Illustrated 
Works, &c.—Implements used in Printing, Includ- 
ing Presses, Type, Setting and Distributing Ma- 
chines, Folding Machines, &.—Paper and Paper 
Making—Engraving—A List of American Patents 
| Relating to Printing—Celebrated Printing Offices— 
| Practice and Processes of Printing. In addition to 
ko articles upon subjects included in the above 
classification, there are innumerable others on sub- 
| jects more or less closely connected with the art. 
The whole are arranged in alphabetical order of 
subjects. More than two hundred illustrations are 
contained in the volume, including specimens of 
chromo-lithography, lithography, wood-engraving, 
fac-similes of early printing, &c. 

The book has a twofold character—it is a practi- 
cal guide for the printer, and a most readable and 
interesting account of the art for general readers. 
Its practical value to the printer cannot be over- 
estimated. It furnishes him with a reliable guide 
in every branch of his art, from its simple rudi- 
ments to the most elaborate processes of modern 
times. 

Viewed simply as an addition to literature, it is 
the most complete and exhaustive work of the kind 
ever attempted. Apart from its technical informa- 
tion, the numerous biographical sketches, anecdotes 
relating to the history and development of the art, 
fac-similes of early printing and engraving, &c., 
which it contains, make it a very interesting vol- 
ume for general readers; and its minuteness of 
detail, and comprehensiveness, will give the volume 
a lasting value and importance. It is exceedingly 
well printed, and has a very handsome appearance. 


POETRY. 

The Last Knight,a Romance Garland. From the 
German of Anastasius Griin. Translated, with 
Notes, by John O. Sargent. Foolscap quarto. 
pp. x., 200. New York: Hurd & Houghton. 
We learn from the introduction that “Anastasius 

Griin is the literary name of the Austrian Count 

Von Auersberg, who has been in public life a8 4 

leader of the liberal party in Austria since 1 
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Of late years, indeed, his literary fame has eclipsed — 
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his political, which was also partially obscured by 
his apparent desertion of his party. He had ap- 

ared as a poet, with occasional short productions, 
which marked him as a writer likely to achieve a 
wide reputation, when he produced this book, 
which, from its story and from the power which he 
displayed, gave him at once a high position, which 
he has ever since maintained, as among the best 
and most distinguished of the living poets of Ger- 
many. ‘The Last Knight’ is a series of ballads 
founded on incidents in the life of Maximilian L., 
1459-1518. The stirring incidents of that heroic 
time, the magnificent nuptials of Maximilian and 
Mary, the contest between France and Germany, 
and all the circumstance of romantic adventure, 
render the subject a most brilliant one.” 

The poems have become very popular in Ger- 
many; and recent events, and the growing interest 
in German literature, will make the volume very 
acceptable to American readers. The translation 
appears to be as literal as versification will permit, 
and the translator dedicates his work to Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. The book is beautifully printed, 
and reflects the greatest credit upon the taste and 
execution of the Riverside Press. 


Songs of the Sierras. By Joaquin Miller. 
pp- 299. Boston: Roberts Bros. 

A few months ago there appeared in London a 
modest little volume of poems, from the pen of an 
entirely unknown writer, who sung of themes un- 
familiar to English ears, and whose verse was de- 
ficient in those qualities of delicate finish and fine 
scholarly polish to which English readers had beeu 
accustomed in the pages of Tennyson or Browning. 
Yet no sooner had the volume been put forth by its 
publishers than its wild torrent of impassioned song 
found an echo in the breasts of all lovers of true 
poetry, and one by one the critics spoke strongly 
in its favor, until their praises reached one un- 
bounded burst of applause, such as has greeted 
the advent of no other living poet. Its author had 
reached the great metropolis without a single letter 
of introduction, and without knowing a single per- 
son there, and he now found himself raised from 
positive obscurity to become the lion of the hour, 
his society sought by men of letters, whose names 
have a world-wide celebrity, and whose friendship 
and esteem almost equal fame itself. Thus were 
Joaquin Miller’s poems received in England, and 
now that they have been published in America, it 
remains to be seen whether his own country will 
award him equal praise. 

Except in a few minor poems at the end of the 
volume, the subjects are tales of Western life, as 
may be inferred from their titles, Arizonian, With 
Walker in Nicaragua, Californian, The Last Tachas- 
tas, Ina, The Tale of the Tall Alcalde, Kit Carson’s 
Ride, &e.

Mr. Miller is, we believe, a native of California, 
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or, if not a native, has resided there since infancy. 
From an extract from a letter in the New York 
Evening Post, we learn that “Miller has fought on 
the frontier, and is lame of a left leg and a right 
arm from bullet wounds. He has told me of his 
having conducted a vast party from the South Pa- 
cific to the North Pacific mines, and of having 
founded a colony in the wilderness, hundreds of 
miles from any settlements. Here they were at- 
tacked by the Indians, against whom he led the 
fighting-men, and was defeated. Defeated, but not, 
it appears, disgraced ; for, as soon as the State was 
formed, he was chosen judge of the district. This 
office he held four years, during which time he 
wrote his earlier poems.’’ 

To the American reader, the poems recommend 
themselves as being intensely characteristic of the 
land from whenee they come. Mr. Miller sings of 
the wild days of the early settlements, ere cities, 
since grown old, had sprung up as if by magic, in 
the midst of the desert; of 


“Men strangely brave, and fiercely true, 
Who dared the West, when giants were, 
Who err’d, yet bravely dared to err ; 

* ” 7 7 . * 


Who held no crime, or curse, or vice 
As dark as that of cowardice ;” 


of 


“bright, bronzed maidens of the sun!"’ 
and of 
“the land where the sun goes down, 

And gold is gathered by tide and by stream, 

And maidens are brown, as the cocoa brown, 

And a life is a love, and a love is a dream ; 

Where the winds come in from the far Cathay 

With odor of spices and balm and bay, 

And summer abideth for aye and aye, 

Nor comes in a tour with the stately June, 

And comes too late and returns too soon 

To the land of the sun and of summer's noon.”’ 
We might easily point out faults in the poems, 
maimed and halting lines, transitions from the 
ideal to the prosaic, almost ludicrously abrupt, and 
the unnecessary frequence of slang expressions ; but 
never does Mr. Miller condescend to use words for 
sound’s sake only. His ideas are sometimes rudely 
expressed, but his meaning is never obscure, and 
the true lustre of his thoughts is always brilliant, 
though their setting is occasionally rough. His 
descriptions of scenery are rich with warm hues 
and brilliant imagery, and as we read, the deep 
cafion, or the rushing torrent, or the deadly silent, 
sun-scorched plain, exist before us in all their ma- 
jestic grandeur.
